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REMARKS 

Status of claims 

Claims 29-34 and 36-38 remain in this application. Claim 29 is currently being 
amended. Claims 1-28 and 35 have been canceled without prejudice to the filing of 
divisional and/or continuation applications. 

Claims 29-34 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Alfano ( c 872) in view of Lewis, Kittrell, Ito or Nagasaki. Claims 36 and 38 have 
been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Alfano ('872) in view of 
Lewis, Kittrell, Ito or Nagasaki and further in view of Janes. 

Although Ito and Nagasaki disclose the use of a CCD camera on the distal end of 
an endoscope, these references fail to disclose or suggest that such a camera could be used 
to detect endogenous fluorescence or Raman light returning from the tissue. The 
remaining references also fail to disclose or suggest such a structure. Claim 29 has been 
amended to clarify that a broadband light source or a laser radiation source is to be 
coupled to the fiber optic cable. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the amendments and remarks, it is believed that all claims are in 
condition for allowance, and it is respectfully requested that the application be passed to 
issue.
